NO: 5). hGIIA (SEQ ID NO: 6). hGIID (SEQ ID NO: 7). hGIIF (SEQ ID NO: 2). hGV 
(SEQ ID NO: 9), hGX (SEQ ID NO: 10). hGIII. and GAPDH , as determined by RT-PCR 
on human adult cDNA panels. The amplified products were analyzed by Southern blot 
as described in materials and methods. No amplification was observed when cDNA was 
omitted in the PGR reaction (control lane). 

Claims 1 and 1 1 are allowed.
